KANSAS Omr, Mo., March 16.—On the 
Banta Fe road, this morning, not a 
wheel is turning, except on a few switch 
engines. 
The engineers and firemen 
persist in saying that they have received 
no orders to strike, but they are simply 
"tired and want to rest." 
No trains 
have been moved in any any direction, 
atid the officials refuse to receive freight 
of any kind. 


CmoAOO, March 16.—Three thousand 
two hundred miles of railway was tied 
ap yesterday afternoon in ten minutes 
by the brotherhood of engineers and 
firemen. 
The entire main line of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe com- 
pany. and all its branches was brought 
to a standstill. 


In giving notice no grievances of any 
sort whatever were mentioned. 
The 
supposed cause is 
that the road is 
handling Burlington 
business. 
The 
strike occurred at 4 p. m., after ten 
minutes' notice. 


The union depot presents a regular 
Oastle Garden appearance, as hundreds 
of emigrants have been brought in 
whose destination was somewhere on the 
line of the Santa Fe. Two hundred of 
them are crowded iato the emigrant 
room and there are new accessions hour- 
ly. 
Assistant 
Superintendent Bpeer 
says he will have trains moving to-mor- 
row, but the outlook at present is not 
flattering. 


Interviews with a number of striking 
engineers on the Banta Fe road develops 
the fact that they have examined the 
lists of stockholders on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy and Athison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe and find that a 
considerable number of Banta Fe stock- 
holders are also largely interested in the 


They say they came to the conclosion 
they would dip into both pockets at 
once and let these men feel the full ef- 
fects of the strike by crippJing their re- 
sources. All the trains on the Gulf sys- 
tem and Missouri Pacific are moving 
promptly on time and the engineers say 
positively there will be no trouble on the 
Missouri Pacific, but claim they know 
nothing regarding the Gulf. 


The following dispatch was sent from 
here, last night: 
To H. B. Stone, General Manager C.. B. & Q., 
Chicago, 111.: 
"We wish you to understand that we 
will hold the Barlington system respon- 
sible for all damages to oar company on 
account of the strike." 


This was signed by the general super- 
intendent of the Atchison, Topeka and> 
Santa Fe road. 


A SSTTIISMBNT PBOBABLB. 


The engineers of the Barlington say 
they are confident the trouble will be 
settled within forty-eight hours by the 
company discharging their new men 
and coining to a settlement with their 
old ones. They claim to base their sup- 
position from the fact that the officials 
of the two roads are in consultation. 


A WOMAN STBIESB. 
At 11:26 Ben Johnson, foreman of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Banta Fe round 
house at Argentine, backed an engine 
up to the Union depot and coupled on 
to train No. 8, which is the through 
California express. Ben Wharton, who 
has been an engineer of the Santa Fe 
for ten years, mounted the engine. 
He 
is not a brotherhood man, havins: been 
expelled from the organization during 
the great strike of 1877. 


Shortly after Wharton had donned 
his overalls a sensation was created by 
the appearance of his wife, who pushed 
her way through to the engine and was 
assisted to a seat by her husband. 
Bhe 
declared her intention of acting as fire- 
man on the trip and covered her cloth- 
ing with a rubber ulster, while a fire- 
man's cap sat jauntly on her .black hair. 


Promptly, in response to the conduc- 
tor's signal, at 11:36 the train started 
and proceeded slowly on its way. Every 
car was packed with passengers, as the 
train carried those who had tickets for 
the abandoned No. 5. All other trains 
on the Santa Fe have been abandoned 
until this evening, when|another attempt 
will be made. 


Just before the train started a paper 
was handed to Wharton offering to pay 
him double wages and ail expenses in 
the city. 


The Raymond excursion train, which 
passed through here on the 14th inst., is 
reported as abandoned at Albuguerque. 
Mr. Welch, ticket agent of the Missouri 
P^ifio, received a dispatch thfs mor 
ilig telling him to look out for "2 
^'clock." He refuses to show the signa- 
ture. 
The impression now is general 
that there will be no strike of any other 
roads at present. 


All the lines, with the exception of 
the St. Paul, are handling Burlington 
cars. 
The Atchison, Topeka and Banta 
Fe was one of the first roads to accept 
and adopt the scale of wages demanded 
of the Burlington company, and is one 
of the two roads which has been re- 
ported as refusing to handle Burlington 
oars.

Arrest of a Minister for illegally Sol- 
emnizing Marriages. 


WAvBBiiT, Ohio, March 16.—A war- 
rant was issued for John W. Barrett, a 
minister of the Christian Union per- 
suasion, charging him with forgery. 
He will probably be in hoc before this 
appears in print. Barrett, whose parishy 
is in the southeastern portion of the 
county, has been solemnizing marriages 
without the minister's license required 
by law. He has frequently been ad- 
monished by the probate judge, but al- 
ways maintained he had the Ucense, but 
neglected-to have it recorded. 


Disney Escapes Service. 
MANSFIBIJ>, Ohio March 15.—Willis 
B. Disney was until a short time ago a 
clerk at the Tremont house in this city. 
He came here from Cincinnati with "a 
roll," and for a time cut a wide swath, 
but when his money was gone he de- 
camped for parts unknown. 
His wife, 
Anna L. Disney, who lives in Oineinnati, 
has begun divorce suit there, but the 
petition sent here to the sheriff for ser- 
vice came too late. 


Arrest of Yellow Sam. 
ST. LOUIB, March 15—Sam Raymond, 
alias "Yellow Bam," a Chicago safe- 
blower, and a companion, giving the 
name of George Wilson, were arrested 
to-day. They are believed to be the 
men who cracked a safe at Gilman, 111., 
last Saturday. 
"Yellow Bam" makes a 
specialty of working country safes. 


Of all accidents most feared. by rail- 
road engineers, and one of frequent oc- 
currence, is that of the breaking of 
driving-rod while the engine is running 
at a high rate of speed. How it can oc 
cur, as it often does, and those in the 
cab escape with their lives, is always^ 
considered a miracle. The minute the 
heavy bar, or rod as it is commonly 
called, breaks, or the crank-pin whieh 
fastens the end to the driving-wheel 
gives way, the massive piece of iron goes 
whizzing through the air, striking the 
engine and battering and smashing 
everything that it comes in contact 
with. Old engineers can relate some 
very 
interesibig experiences of this 
kind.

CHIOAOO, March 16.—Twelve-year-old 
Dot Lee, Mrs. Rawson's daughter by 
Charles G. Lee, sued Banker Rawson 
for $50,000 damages for alleged slander. 
The slander charged is in l^wsoa's an- 
swer to his wife's suit for separate main- 
tenance. He stated therein that Mrs.

Tuere were many similar expressions 
Mr. Rawson's answer, which, it is 
claimed, were not material to the divorce 
proceedings, and were inserted with ma- 
licious intent.

A Swiss Family Starring to Death In 
the Midst of Wealth and Plenty 
—A Chance For 
Charity. 


A strange and heart-rending stqry of 
want, suffering, starvation and death 
comes from Tabot street, one that seems 
almost incredible in this great city, 
where wealth and plenty abounds and 
where churches and charitable people 
stand ready to aid the suffering and de- 
serving poor. 


A few months ago there arrived in 
this city a Swiss family of three broth- 
ers, named Kellar, the youngest of 
whom, Hieronymous, had a family con- 
sisting of his wife and two children, 
aged respectively three and six years. 
Some time before they had come from 
Switzeriand and, with the scanty sav- 
ings of years in the old country, had 
purchas^ a farm in this neighborhood, 
paying the first cash payment and giv- 
ing a mortgage for the balance. 


For some reason they failed to get 
along. 
The mortgage was foreclosed, 
and in search of work they came to this 
city, where they have been for the last 
two months. The brothers were active 
in their eflorts to secure employment, 
but with the exception of an occasional 
day's work, they were unable to secure 
it any place. 


Their scanty supply of food and money 
was soon gone, and too proud to beg, 
the family suffered for the actual wants 
and necessaries of life. 


Worn out with care and starvation 
the mother of the two little children, 
the wife of the youngest brother, took 
sick and her death occurred at their 
humble hovel, on Tabor street, last 
week. fShe actually and literally starved 
to death, while she saw, as she drew her 
last breath, the wan faces and emaciated 
forms of her husband and two little 
children suffering for a crust of bread 
and rapidly following in her footsteps. 


The family are still in want. 
Too 
proud to beg, the brothers stood thehr 
hard lot alone and failed to make their 
real condition known to neighbors, who 
would have helped them hi their dis- 
tress. 
The other day one of the men 
fell on the street from sheer exhaustion 
and this led to the awful disclosures 
ftl^OV©* 


That such a case could exist in our 
own city seems almost incredible, but it 
is an actual fact and no cglored word 
picture drawn by a 
BBHTINKI. reporter 
for the purpose of having a sensational 
bit news on a dull day, 


A contemplation of the case suggests 
the inquiry, "Where are oxir poUce?" 
" W h e r e are our authorities whose duty 
it is to look after such cases as these?"

Two Passengers KiUed and a Number 
Injured by a RaUroad Accident 
In New York. 


BnroHAMPTOK, N. Y., March 16.—The 
east bound 
train of the

English-like, think if they 
will not help defend the colony against in- 
truders they should not be entitled to the 
blessings of English citizenship. 
The 
typical Malay is a tall, erect, black eyed, 
sidlow coniplexioned, stoutly built man, 
with a disposition that will not brook fa- 
miliarity. especially from white people. 
He has more than average intelligence, 
and is of an amiable disposition when not 
imposed upon, and always ready to do 
you a service; but as quick as a flash to 
resent an insult, and deep and determined 
to avenge a wrong. 
Many of them are 
rich, while niany more are well to do, 
and all as a class are thrifty and indus- 
trious. 


The typical Malay woman is of fine 
form and dignity of appearance, but it 
is only those who have been so fortun- 
ate a? to see them without their face 
coverings who can tell whether or not 
they are pretty or beautiful.

seen many a beautiful face among them. 
A rich, clear brown sWn, large, lumin- 
ous, passionate, jet black eyes, heavy, 
dark eyebrows, long, sweeping eyelashes, 
a straight nose, with delicate curves that 
give an expression of refinement to the 
face, long, jet black hair, red, ruby lips, 
a trifle thin, perhaps, but beautifully 
curved, and teeth such as no other race 
of humans possess; add to all this an ex- 
pression of a high order of intelligence 
and a mind of culture, and the res^t is 
the typical
